TERMS-INVARIABLT IN ADVANCE. 
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The Eecent Calamity. 

In the face of the recent awful cftl- 
amity at Bloomingville, Iowa, the moat 
reckless niau can hardly avoid remem- 
bering that be is uioro or less human, 
and the boUlebt cynic must admit that 
for once all men are his brothers, up 
to a certivia point. When a honiblo 
» catastrophe strikes down men and 
women in the yigour of health and the 
glow of happiness, we are compelled 
to pause and ask ourselves a seiiea of 
philosophical humanitarian conun- 
drums. Why was it that they were 
not put to death by Nero, or over- 
wheuued by the Lisbon earthquake, 
or banished to Siberia by Peter the 
Great? When everything around us 
is bright and fair, we may perhaps 
answer these and. similar questions 
with the flippant remark tlirt we were 
not born in time to share in any such 
calamities; but when we were in the 
•very pieseuco of eome horrible tragedy, 
flippancy and skepticism can no longer 
sustain iis. Undoubtedly, one of the 
other people's sorrows is to ask us to 
ask why such and such things are so 
and so. Let us recognize this great 
fact, and strive to bear the griefs that 
beset other men with cheeiful resigna- 
tion. 

* It was late in the soasou when the 
niaQia.,.fQr skating on roller-skates 
leached Bloomingville, and the con- 
struction of a rink was begun and car- 
ried forward svith more haste than 
ought to have characterized so import- 
ant a work. It was determined that 
the rink should be ready for use by 
the drst of February, but it was not 
actually completed until near the end 
of the month. The greatest interest 
jn the undertaking was nuinifested b_v 
all classes. The local Baptist minister 
gave a lecture on the "Tortures of the 
Inquisition" iu aid of tne liuk, and a 
leading citizen wbo bad been in Eu- 
rope followed withaplan of Solomon's 
temple and a Isige chromo showinj^ 
an army of Israelites cro.ssiug the Jled 
Sea and pursued by green and yellow 
Egyptian!^. The ladies of the town 
gave a "Martha Washington Recep- 

' tion," and the Dorcas Society decided 
to diVide the profits of its annual fair 
between the missionaries and the rmk. 
Even the local timall bova caught the 
enthusiasm, and worked pious mottoes 
upon cnra-buaid, wliicli they would 
have sold bad ihey not quurreled over 
the question which motto was the moat 
attractive, and strewn the streets with 
fragments of "Jilessed are the Peace- 
mukera," and "Jiovo one Another," 
mingled with hair and buttons. 

lo time ,tUe,nf^co-Bj»ry funds were raided 
and tU'e rmk wai comijleted. Tue fi )or was 
covered with a composite pavement 
madeof tar, line saud, and other ab- 
struse chemicals, and the buildiusir was 
wanned by a furnace, the "register.s" 
connected with which were judiciously 
placed here and there iu the floor, ho 
that.,tbe skaters could readily warm 
their feet. On the evening of the '2V>lh 
of February the rink was formally 
opened with a prayer by the Methodist 
ininistor and singing by tbe Presby- 
terian choir, together with an address 
on general topics by a former Justice 
of the Peice. Then, amid tbe iuspiriiig 
strains of the Bloomingville _ brass 
band, the skaters adjusted their rol- 
lers and the .sport began. 

All went as merry as. an Indiana 
marriage bell, which is as ready to 
ring for a divorce as a wedding. At 
Uast sixty persons were on the floor, 
and a large number were ranged along 
tho raised platform at. the sides of the 
building, enjoying the spectacle and 
peanuts. Before long, however, the 
rink became oppressively warm. The 
engineer iu charge of the furnace was 
new to the busineKs, and had injudi- 
ciouply filled it too full of pino lo'^s. 
Slowlyjthu thorujouieuu' climded up- 
ward. It began at r)8 ° , but at 9 o'- 
clock it had roach ed 80 ° , am\ was 
Btill rising. At precisely 9 20. Judge 
Bowman, who weighed 213 poundn, 
was seen to sit violently down, and to 
remain Heated in spile of the cHortH of 
his friends. A few moments after, a 
lady of great moral worth and ^cubic 
dimensions followed the Judge's ex- 
ample, and a panic at once began. 

There were fourteen '-registers" on 
oneloor? and for a space of several 
yards arownd each one of these regis- 
ters the tar pavement hud suddenly yicUlod 
tothi^pxcoBsivoheab. As tho fiiaUleaad 
skatera^warned.by'tbeiate of blie first 



forms many of them skated too near the 
registers, and involuntarily sat down 
in the most pronouuced manner. With- 
in ten minutes after tho panic began, 
fifteen leading citizens of Blooming- 
ville and twenty-two ladies were 
fastened to the floor" as firmly as if they 
were express labels pasted upon nicely 
poli.ihed articles of furniture. Again 
and again was some leading cuizen 
partially pried loose, but to the sound 
of rending garments was uniformly 
added his piercing entreaty to bo al- 
lowed to resume his meditative altitude 
until ho could bo furnished with au 
Ulster overcoat. Tlio ladies, with 
characteristic inconfiisteucy, implored 
their friends to aid tbem, but when 
aijproachod by charitable young men 
with crowbars, fiercely demanded to be 
let alone. Over the horrors of this 
scene humanity requires that a veil 
should bo dropped. It was midnight 
before a full supply of Ulsters was ob- 
tained, and the simultaneously happy 
thought of putting out the lights oc- 
curred to an iiitelligeut man. The 
fifteen leading citizens and the twenty- 
two ladies were fiiniUy e.\tricated and 
carried to their several homes, and on 
the very next night the rink accident- 
ally took lire and burned to the ground. 
How pointedly this calamity may 
teach us that in the midst of life we 
may eometimes happen to be in the 
midstoftar! This is a solemn thought, 
and it is to be hoped that it will not 
be lightly put aside, and that the 
BlooniiugvillQ calnmity may not in- 
spire us all with a liriu of determination 
never to go and do likewise.— N. Y.

THE REPLY. 

The Reply of tbo Exocutive Council of 
this Proviaoo to Earl Carnarvon'a tlia- 
patoh of 18th December is before I lie 
oountry: and will shortly oome up lor 
debate in the House. Nilurally. any- 
thing intimately connected with railway 
oonbtrncttoti excites mote or legs iiituro.-t. 
'it was the prom iso of ii tvunscontinoutul 
railway that drew Oolmnbin into thu Con- 
federation; and only tho complulo fiiilnro 
to fulfil that promise will tlrivo hor out 
again. 'That tho Proviaoo baa sustaiueil 
grievous diaappoiDtment and Iosb through 
the noD-coumipncemout of riiilwuy cun 
strnction is ndmi ted on all sides. Eurl 
Carnarvon, wli Lsl counoilling moilorntion, 
adtiiita tlmt a fucdiuK of dmupp'.iulm. iiL 
in natural under tho ciicum4aiiioH; but 
heproiiQcds t)8h()\v that Uiiiiadii _l)aH hor- 
flelf SUbtiined diRappointuionts since tho 
oompaot was entered into, chief amongst 
■wLioii has been her inability to discover 
ft practicable route tiuons;h tho Ca-ciulo 
range to ooudiictiho lino to a wo turn 
toimiuns. Ent tbo h^nje is iiidulHvd in 
by the nob'.o Earl that "afior tlio la|ist> ol 
a sinulo Buiumer" ihe lino will bo ilelinod 
and the work of oonstruotioucouinifnc. d, 
wlisa. bo 'KSil Ise, .€.0.'».blod to st.te what 
amount of com pen^^at ou Bhould be paid 
hy Canada in lieu of the Isluuil line. The 
reader slu)uld ob.iervH ihut the "money- 
i>qiii\aU:iit" (wo ubo Lord Oarnarvou's 
own words) is not to bt) in c ■.nipoiiHatinii 
for any (loli-ys that may occur in tho con- 
Btruccioa uf the traiiscontiuciital road; but 
in lieu «f ihe [slaiul road. Tho o|iinion 
of Lord Carnarvon on tliis point is of im- 
portance, and in future negotialions 
sbo ild not be Inst sight of, 

Th'S essence of tho Carnarvon Dispatch 
of Doneinbcr 18th are tht? recummendations 
of the "doluy of a fiiugle sumwor," and 
the acceptance of a "money equivaleni" 
for the Island line. With theso roconi- 
raondrttious iho Eeply befo'-y us deals. 
JUullu7n in parvo. The document is ibe 
bet'er for being short. II is more com- 
prelienBive anil is more likely to be read 
and un(loi>tood. Lord Bj run's coiainent 
on a British btatcsmnn'n .spopch, "Words, 
words, words, and nothinj^ but words," 
suggests itself to ibo mind whon the long 
and prosy disputches of tho proiious 
Qoverumeut on tijis important subject 
are waded through. The country will be 
glnd to find that the present Ministry 
possess the rare faculty of expressiug 
themselves on all mutters in a few words. 
Lord Carnal von's dispatches are them- 
Belves a model of terseness, and why 
should the Provincial Gnvcrninent sprea 1 
itself over fifty or sixty foolscap pages to 
state its cnno when ten paj^e.s would do as 
well ? The Eeply thanks Lord Caruars on 
for tlie careful attontion he has devoted 
to tbo consideration of tiio complaint of 
the Province; but dceidy regrets that His 
Lordship has not felt himself in n peti- 
tion to urge on Canada tho necessity of 
fulfilling the Cnrnarvon Terms. There does 
not seem to bo any evidence of a disposition 
to surrender the rights of tho Province 
in that clause. On tho contrary, the pol- 
icy of this GoTernmeot is stated to bo an 
adberance to tho Carnarvon Settlement; 
nor is the opportunit}- neglected of [tress- 
ing on Lord Carnarvon's uttcuiiuii the 
difappoiutminit and injury tho Province 
has sustained tlut/iiKh the nou'jomniencc- 
tnent of railway work. The ccncessiou of 
"the short delay of a single summer" is 
made in clause 3 of the Eeoly. This con 
oessioD is in harmony with the Governor's 
Bpeecli at the opening of Parliament on 
tho 2Ist ult , and was more than met — 
nftor indulKonco in a good deal of 
bluster — at a public meeting of the Car 
narvoii Club on the 1st of tlio jtresenl 
month, when it was rosolve.i, unanimous- 
ly, to concede firo snmmers' delay in place 
of the "single summer" asked by Lord 
Carnarvon. The [iublic on^!lit to fe-o 
glad that the Minii-ti y have not conimit 
ted theuitolvos to the absriirdities of ihiit 
resolve. Itisthesdiy oxpressiou of a 
ftw silly men endorsed by a incoling over 
which the public had as much control as 
they have in the manngnraeDt of tho solar 
system. Having disposed of tho two sum 
mors' by conce iin^ the one summer's do 
lay asked, the Kepl.y deids with the ]>ro- 
positiou t') accept a "inonev-rcjuivaleDt" 
lor the Island Eailway. Tho .Miiiistrv an; 
natural l.v averse to opening' tho t< riiis,aiid 
state that tliey are not pi epared to enier 
upon the cousideration of tho question. 
Turning to Lord DulTerins' speecu of the 
iJlst, September hihtat Oovernuiont House 
we find that iie dealt with Ihe qiU'stioii of 
compoiisatiou ir^ this way: Ho advised 
the ucc.-ptanco of a snin of mon- 
ey for tho Island roail, and 
and then, reft-rring to the uncertiiinty of 
the port al whicli iho trau-con inental 
line will first strike ^alt« ater du tho Puci- 
fio hide, continued that if the terminurt ou 
the Mainland should be at bute lalet the 
lino would out stop there; but must con- 
tinue on to t-omo poit on the [slaiid. liarl 
Carnarvon iu tin.' iJecouilu r di p itch ex- 
presses tlio same opinion. Tue laior ut- 
terance of the Under Socretiry ti>r tho 
Colouies in the Imperial Pailiam uit, that 
"Lord Caruarvou has recommended that 
the further consideration of the point 
should be deferred until after tho eoiupli'- 
tion of the surveys and the wi siom ter- 
luium of tiio Parilh; Hiuhv iy oa tho main- 
land has been decided upon, when an 
opinion caa be formed as t ) the furl hor 
proposals which, under all tho diilicult 
renditions of tho question, n-ay 
fnirly and reasonably be made by 
the Dominion Government," th jwa 
still more light on the drift and 
r.'ienuiug of the despatch of IJeccinbor; 
tuid from these authorities it wonhl nor, 
appear "advisable to re-o|)eii the terms" 
at this moment. Tho feeling, however, i.s 
growing that ahould tho linogoolso- 
-whfre thati to Bute Inlet the question of 
compensation for the Islaud lino imut bo 
met and decided one way or the other by 
this Purliarufuil at its ic-xl ^essioii. Should 
tho main lino slop at Unto Inlet tl/o 
Island lino would bo simply dehiyo.l, 
not abandoned. 

The oppoituuity of the lleply is not lo^t 
by the Goverument of reiterating *'jn i ho 
niofit distinct and empliatio manner their 
Cftrnest p, o'ftst ii^'::iir.'it tlio tui uai r i;i al j lo 
(vssnniption'' "thai the (n iitv oldij^atioii 
to ooiiHtrnot the rail way "was limited, molli- 
fied or aiTocted by tho rt>S(dutiou of tho 
Canadian Par'iiimeut (adop od H(.n-oral 
days ftftor tho passago of tho original 
tornis of union,) whioh resolution net 
foith that tho railway w.as not to be built 
-if tho burthen of taxniion was iiiorenKod 
thereby. Iu this, as .n every other 



that tlie position of tho Ooverumoot in 
this respect will bo sustained at Downing 
street. TLo resolutiou was jiassod at tho 
instance of tho Macdouald Govotnment. 
It was never accepted liy British Colum- 
bia, forms no part of the original con- 
tract, and although assented to by Mr. 
DeCosmoB (who at that time, with Mr. 
Walkem, was an applicaot fora charter to 
build the western section of the Pacific 
Railroad, and who was doubtless iufluenc- 
od by tbo hopn of largo prospective gains) 
has never been ratitiod by liiiiisb 
Coliiiubluns. An allusion iu the (ith and 
la^t eiiuise to the widespread and iuteuse 
feeling of '•disappointment and distrust 
iu tho Province" oouuliides tL^ E-'ply. 

There is no r.ason to doubt that Ihe 
entire question of the Euilway is on tho 
evo of settlemoat, one way <ir tho other. 
Tho surveys are npproathing a finality, 
lint ono route rouuiins to bo examined, 
when tho selection must bo made and n ) 
further ilidays in construction co in ineuci- 
meiit wiii 1)0 admis-able. The beat or the 
worst must houu be made known, and 
surely it is not too much to ask the 
people of tho Province who have waited 
until ihf! pio eiit to adopt Lord Carnar- 
von's sufigostion of a "single summer's 
delay," aud show that they can be pa'ient 
undur the most trying circumstances of 
disa[)pointmeDt and hard times. Wu be- 
lie vo the Eeply will meet wi: h the approba- 
tion of House and country, and that it 
will shortly be forwarded to Ottawa and 
London as tho loyal expression of Ihis 
peojde.

Dr. Ash moved some t'xiraordiaary and 
inconerent resolutions respecting a sjjo 
cial tariff for British Columbia, and re- 
viawed the whole qiiestiou of railway 
Confederation aud modiQod teriff. Wo 
entered Confederation and agreed to tako 
the Canodiau tariff providing that it 
should not be changed; be feit sure that 
we wonld not olijeot to the increased tax- 
ation ; but wo bad never been consulted 
about it. The Act said that we should tako 
tlio Canadian tiiriff till otiiorwiso enacted 
by some lawful authority, and therefore 
we are entitled to have a voice in tho 
matter, and he iherc^fore hoped that the 
House would pass the resolution. He 
thought wo had the right to repeal the 
Act of 1872. 

Mr. Douglas tliouglit chat by our Act 
accepting tho Canadian TarifT wo had ac- 
cepted any changes tbat cuight take place. 

Mr. Finher could not quite see thot the 
CauoiliaQ tariff was not binding on us, bo- 
cause Csnada had taken nu notice of our 
Act of 1872. - He ct-rtiiiiiiy thought thut 
wo bad accepted tbeir tarifT und to at- 
tempt to ilictato to the Dumiiiioii Govern 
moi.t was an absurdity. Our only couihi!
